A few months ago, 
you were informed in 
this column that selec- 
tive service was tighten- 
ing up and that it was 
going to be increasingly 
difficult to hold young 
men on the job. 

So far, regulations of 
which | speak apply 
only to men between the ages of 
26 to 30. Men over 30 are still be- 
ing given deferments if they are active- 
ly engaged in an essential war indus- 
try. 

"For the men in the younger group, 
news is not so good. Here are the 
facts: 

Each company was asked to submit 
its list of men from 26 to 30 to a pro- 
curement agency for certification. 
Plomb’s list was certified by the Army 
Air Forces. 

The certifying agent went over our 
list of 43 names and job titles. They 
were instructed by Washington to cer- 
tify up to 15 per cent of these names, 
which they did, and a list of the men 
certified was returned to us. A spe- 
cial form has been filed on these men 
which should enable us to gain defer- 
ments for them. For the remainder, 
however, it will be impossible to ex- 
pect much more time. These men 
should stay on the job as long as pos- 
sible. 

How soon the selective service 
boards will call the men who are not 
certified depends entirely upon their 
draft quotas. The boards have been 
instructed, however, to reclassify all 
men in this age group into 1-A, and 
to send them for pre-induction physi- 
cals immediately. 

The company is doing and has done 
everything within its power for its 
men. Proof of this statement is the 
fact that we still have such a large pro- 
portion of men in this age group after 
four years of war. But since regula- 
tions are different now from what they 
were a month ago, it is impossible for 
us to do more than has been described 


above.
